the case against Litteral developed. 
The offense was alleged to have been 
committed on May 24, 1917. 
Litteral testifying in his own de­ 
fense, said that Johnson approach­ 
ed him, stating that ha was sick and

Litteral stated that John­ 
son gave him twenty-five cents and 
that he went to the Court Ibmse drug 
store where he signed an application 
blank and bought a quart of whis­ 
key.

Elmer Litteral, a son of the de­ 
fendant, testified that he saw John­ 
son give his father the money and 
that in a short time his father gave 
him the half-pint of whiskey.

was not argued 
and 
Judge Sparks promptly found him 
guilty and assessed the same fine as 
that given in police court.

HOLDS SUFFRAGE LAW 
IS UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


( By United Frets.) 
Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 17.—The 
law passed by the last legislature giv­ 


ing Indiana women the right to vote 
for certain offices was today held un­ 
constitutional by Judge Roohford of 
Superior court. 
He granted a per­ 
manent restraining order preventing 
enforcement of the law. 
His de­ 
cision will be appealed. 


Judge Rochford held that the leg­ 
islature had no right to grant suf­ 
frage powers 
nnless the power is 
conferred by the constitution and he 


held that this power is not conferred 
by the basic law-

W ar Fund Week” when a campaign

War Council, appointed by Newton 
D. Baker, Secretary of War, through 
the American Library Association, 
to raise 
$1,000,000 or more 
with 
which to buy books for the men who 
arc defending the nation. 
After the 
Y. M. € . A. and 
Ked 
Cross organizations passed up the 
library end of the war service, the 
American Library Association was 
asked to solve the problem. 
Neither 
the Red Cross or Y. M. ('. A. has the 
money for it, or an 
organization 
trained for that »kind of work. 
It is planned to supply the fifty- 
five camps in the United States, the 
troop trains, transports, navy ves­ 
sels, eamps in France, the base hos-j 
pitals, serving 
the nurses, ill 
and 
wounded, with educational and roc- j 
reativ’e reading. 
The men who 
compose our N a­ 
tional Army and the National Guard 
units are men who 
have given up 
their business and professional Hie 
to fight for the country. 
They have 
been accustomed to recreative read­ 
ing at home. 
While serving in the 
army they will demand 
more, be­ 
cause they will have more time to 
devote to reading. 
They want in­ 
structive and informative reading, 
including history, biography and ge­ 
ography.

of working women will pay increas­ 
ed income taxes, as one more argu­ 
ment for speedy adoption of the sui- 
frage amendment. 
“Under the new revenue bill near­ 
ly $4,000,000 will be contributed by 
wage-earning women of the country, 
said Mrs. Chapman Catt, president 
of the National American Woman 
Suffrage Association today. 


“Unless these women live in the 
western states, where women vote, 
they are unrepresented in the nation­ 
al law-making body. 
Yet, if their 
salary is over $1,000 per year, part 
of their actual living is taken by an 
act of that body. 
“Nearly half the stockholders of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, for ex- 
a.mple, are women. 
These women 
will pay the taxes willingly, because 
it is the law and this is a war emer­ 
gency. But in spite of this they can­ 
not choose their representatives in 
CongYess, as can the male stock­ 
holders of the same corporation.

The War department has notified 


the Federal Council of Churches oi 
Christ in America and the Rev. Louis 
J. O'JIern, representing the Catholics, 
that Congress will be asked to pro- 
vide one chaplain for every 1,20( 
men. 


Formerly one chaplain was pro- 


vided for ever regiment, but since the 
reorganization of America's armies 
on the 
European plan, 
which in- 


creases the size of the regiments, il 
is contended by the War department 
that one chaplain cannot care for the 
spiritual needs of an entire regiment. 


These chaplains will be regularly 


enlisted members of the field forces. 
They will look after the physical and 
spiritual comfort of their men, visit 
them when they are sick, lead them 
in prayer before they go into thi 
trenches and follow them into battle 
when they go "over the top."
